Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales. 
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EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  April  17  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending 
April  6,  1980): 

Wheat:  The  wheat  market  was  dull  as  contract  adjustments  resulted  in  net  sales  of  only 
104,300  metric  tons  (MT),  the  lowest  level  this  marketing  year  (MY).  Major  purchases  were  made 
by  Tunisia  (41,300  MT),  Iraq  (35,700  MT),  and  Peru  (25,500  MT).  Weekly  exports  bounced  back  to 
604,700  MT,  with  Asia  and  the  Western  Hemisphere  the  primary  destinations. 

Corn :  The  export  market  was  highlighted  by  a  number  of  increases  in  net  sales--the  largest  of 
which  was  Japan,  237,500  MT ;  and  the  European  Community,  281,100  MT.  Numerous  smaller  sales 
and  contract  adjustments  were  also  reported.  Modest  sales  were  reported  for  MY  1980/81,  with 
Japan  and  Chile  the  two  buyers.  Exports  soared  to  1,708,700  MT,  the  largest  in  many  weeks. 

Barley :  The  market  was  moderately  active  as  Iraq  added  30,000  MT  and  the  first  sale  (13,000  MT) 
of  the  MY  was  reported  to  Tunisia.  Contract  adjustments  reduced  sales  to  France  and  West  Germany. 

Rice:  Little  activity  was  indicated  in  the  rice  market  as  sales  of  6,000  MT  to  the  United  Arab 
Emirates  were  cancelled.  The  periodic  summary  of  rough  rice  sales  and  exports  is  on  the  page 
preceding  the  weekly  rice  table. 

Sorghum:  Japan  was  the  major  customer  as  it  added  260,700  MT  to  earlier  purchases.  Sales  to 
Israel,  Mexico,  and  unknown  destinations  were  also  reported.  Exports  (282,500  MT)  were  strong. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  were  off  dramatically  at  70,600  MT,  compared  with  the  previous  week's  level. 
New  sales  and  switches  from  unknown  destinations  included  279,700  MT  to  the  Netherlands, 

54,400  MT  to  Taiwan,  47,900  MT  to  Spain,  and  36,300  MT  to  West  Germany.  Exports  at  451,500  MT 
continued  brisk  and  were  23  percent  above  the  previous  week's  total.  Spain  (77,100  MT)  was  the 
major  destination,  while  the  EC  countries  took  a  total  of  207,000  MT  with  the  Netherlands 
(75,400  MT)  the  major  EC  destination.  Other  important  destinations  included  Japan  (61,000  MT)  , 
Korea  (54,800  MT),  and  Brazil  (35,600  MT). 

Soybean  Meal :  Net  sales  at  101,100  MT  were  up  two-thirds  from  the  previous  week's  level. 

Hungary  (26,000  MT),  the  Netherlands  (25,700  MT),  and  Iran  (16,300  MT)  were  the  major  buyers. 
Exports  continued  to  drop  and  at  105,900  MT  were  off  26  percent  from  the  week-earlier  level. 
Czechoslovakia  was  the  major  destination,  taking  22,000  MT,  followed  by  Japan  at  17,500  MT, 

Iran  at  16,300  MT,  and  France  at  14,500  MT. 

Soybean  OiT:  Net  sales  totaled  only  19,000  MT,  just  30  percent  of  the  previous  week's  total. 

The  bulk  of  these  sales  (15,100  MT)  were  to  unknown  destinations.  Exports  at  6,600  MT  were 
down  to  about  25  percent  of  the  previous  week's  level,  with  Bangladesh  the  principal  destination. 

Cotton:  Sales  activity  was  strong.  MY  1979/80  sales  increased  7,100  RB,  reflecting  numerous 
small  sales  and  sales  to  Korea  of  32,600  RB  and  to  China  of  16,000  RB.  These  sales  were 
partially  reduced  by  cancellations  of  18,700  RB  and  a  switch  to  MY  1980/81  of  45,200  RB  by  China. 
MY  1980/81  sales  were  214,100  RB  principally  to  China  -  164,800  RB,  including  the  switch 
previously  mentioned,  Taiwan  -  19,200  RB,  Korea  -  11,900  RB,  and  Japan  -  10,100  RB.  Exports 
continue  large  as  200,800  RB  were  shipped  -  84  percent  to  Asia,  including  28,500  to  China.

Rye  and  Oats :  Showed  no  significant  activity.
